doesn't see any. 


But, for all that, we still have one miracle 


left, that even the most case-hardened ol us can 
experience. Every year, when Christmas comes, 
each one of us can transform himself, for a 
space, from what he is into what he would like 
to be. 


Christmas—though the glittering suop win- 


dows sometimes lead us to forget it— is more 
than a day on which we exchange gifts, eat 
hearty dinners and speak cordially to strangers. 
It is a celebration of the greatest miracle and 
the most beautiful story the world has ever 
known. And, as we celebrate it, we consciously 
absorb something of the reflection of that mir- 
acle and that story and become better men and 
women than we knew we were. 


The world twenty centuries ago vvas not a 


very refined or civilized place. The southern 
fringes of Em-ope, Asia Minor and the north ol 
Africa were under the domination of Rome. Be- 
yond, in all directions, stretched barbarism. The 
world's stock of hope was not large. 


But into that world came something new— 


a hope and a promise. Before the eyes of those 
who would trouble to look there was raised a new 
vision; a vision that showed mankind proceed- 
ing along an ever-mounting road that showed 
men, not as blind stragglers in a losing light 
with a hostile creation, but as glorious sons of 
light rising to claim an everlasting heritage. 


That vision is still with us. 'On Christmas 


day, as we reread the story of the little town, the 
star in the sky, the wondering shepherds, the 
devout wise men of the east and the caroling 
angels, we realize, once more, the full signifi- 
cance of it. 


And that works a miracle within us. For 


the moment we are lifted out of our daily shells 
of caution, reserve, fear and suspicion. We gel 
a glimpse of the deathless nobility of all human 
lives, and it transforms us. We can greet the 
strangers all about us as we arc meant to greet 
them—as brothers. We forget to be jealous, re- 
sentful, suspicious, cold. We become what we 
have always wished we might become. 


The transformation does not endure. A few 


days after Christmas we go back to our old ways, 
and the stranger in a crowd is merely someone 
to elbow out of the way and not an immortal 
spirit clothed in the miracle of human flesh. But 
some residue lingers in our hearts. Bit by bit, 
over long years and centuries, it builds up an 
accretion of faith, good will and hope. 


So we may take courage. Each Christmas 


leaves us a little better than it found us. Each 


year, as the tiny lights blaze out on the little 
green trees, the race moves a little bit closer to 
the ideals for which we should strive. 


A MODERN DAY FAD 


At one time "pink pills for pale people" were 


the heralded preventive fo ranemia, points out 
an expert. Later we were exhorted to eat raisins. 
Today the world eats liver for blood insurance; 
and, consequently, liver prices have jumped into 
the luxury class. 


A normal individual needs only 1 2000 of an 


ounce of iron per day, this expert says. If his 
diet is balanced, this infinitesimal amount will 
assure the building of adequate red cells and 
hemoglobin. Since little reserve iron is stored 
in the body, a lack of this quota is quickly felt. 


Scientists have agreed that 150 common 


foods contain an adequate amount of iron. 
Among the best of these are spinach, green let- 
tuce, eggs, dried apricots, raisins, navy beans, 
bananas, 
orange pulp, graham flour, patent 


white wheat flour, and bran flakes. Salt water 
fish has more iron than fresh water fish. When 
the juice is squeezed out of oranges, tomatoes or 
beef the iron tends to cling to the pulp. 


If we like liver, it is a comfort to know that 


with it we are getting insurance against anemia, 
he concludes. But to make a fad of liver-eating 
is foolish and only serves to make the price pro- 
hibitive. 


THE KNOCKERS AND BOOSTERS 


There are just two classes in every com- 


munity—knockers and boosters—and Rushville 
is no exception to this infallible rule. It is one 
sure way to divide people into two camps and 
everyone belongs to one or the other camp. 


We sometimes wonder whether people who 


leave the impression that they are knockers 
really are at heart—whether they do not tear 
down what others are trying to build up because 
of pure thoughtlessness. 


Many a knock is a careless word from one 


who has some knowledge on the question under 
discussion and is not averse to exhibiting it, but 
is not in possession of all the facts. Such knocks 
are dangerous and often mean the defeat of 
worthwhile community projects that would be 
beneficial to everyone. 


Every person who at heart wants his home 


town to get ahead will think twice before saying 
or doing anything that will damage any enter- 
prise that is being undertaken with the avowed 
purpose of bettering the town. 


There may be things done which all cannot 


subscribe to, but if the ultimate goal is to im- 
prove and make this a more thriving place, veil 
though some individuals may profit, let the 
knocker lay up his hammer and realize that he 
will profit as much as the booster. In time, he 
might turn into a booster.

was torn down in a recent re- 
modeling. Plans were made for 
replacing this with a small one- 
story structure. This will now be 
rushed to completion for the 
date set for White's death. It 
may also house the cells of con- 
demned prisoners as well as the 
death chamber. 


Despite nationwide comment 


when the gas-death method was 
introduced in Nevada, the state 
is continuing this method of 
execution. The condemned man 
is strapped to a chair placed in 
an air-tight 
room. Through 


tubes in the walls of the room 
dydrocyanic gas is forced 
into 


the death chamber from a smal 
steel tank equipped with a hand 
pump. 


In the two previous execu- 


tions, death was almost in- 
stantaneous. Gee John a Chinese 
was first to die by gas. Three 
years ago, Stanko Jukich w 
executed in the same manner.
